In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed April 
30, 2008, Applicant hereby provisionally elects the subject matter of Group I (Claims 1-12), 
drawn to a method of ameliorating symptoms associated with the growth of bone cancer 
comprising administering a PTH receptor agonist. This election is made with traverse for 
the reasons set forth below. 



The Office Action alleges that the claims lack a common technical feature because 
U.S. Patent 6,316,410 teaches the use of PTH analogues "for treating osteoporosis which is 
associated with bone metastasized or bone originated cancer." This is simply not correct, 
however, as there is no mention of bone cancer or bone originated cancer in the '410 patent. 
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Because the Office Action does not establish that the claims lack a common technical feature, 
the Restriction Requirement is improper and should be withdrawn. 

Applicant respectfully awaits examination on the merits.
